WHY THE HIGH SEAS FLEET 
_ BIAYS AT HOME. 


[By JOHN LEYLAND IN THE “ DAILY 
: Fee ORAPHIC,”’} 


Wo huve entered upon a second year of 
war, but have no-clearer indication of what 
the’ German Navy proposes to do, or is 
likely to do, than we possesecd at the 
beginning. Then, indeod, it seemed possible 

‘ to think that sooner or tater the High Seas 
Fleet would. ap on the high seas and 
challenge a decision. ‘Even now it is hard to 
believe that the Fleet which has cost so 
many -million will. remain permanently in- 
active. The launching of another battle- 
cruiser, the Hindenbury, at Wilhelmshaven 
—almost. certainly the ship built under tho 
designation of Ersatz Hertha, and delayed, 
pean in order that she imight, receive 
heavier armament than ‘was originally 
intended—has suggested that the battle- 
cruiser squadron may yet attempt an 
enterprise, porhaps in the North Sea, or 
perhaps, if fortune favour it, in some distant 
ocean, against one ot other of our possesions, 
For it inuat be remembered that if Germany 
can build awift battle-cruisers n build 
also swift coal, oi] and ammunition vessels 
~ to accompany them. Buch. un enterprise 
holdly conducted, ‘might cause us 0 ‘good 
deal of inconvenience ; but it could not give 
freedom to.German commerce, nov chang 
any degree the internul ‘situation of Ger 
many. . This is a reason for surmising that it
